School Children's Health. 
Austin. Texas— \ survey of school 
children’s health, 
which the public 
health nurse declares to be typical of 
the entire state and other »tates, has 
recently been completed by Miss Pearl 
N. Hyer. R. 
N., public health nurse 
of the Texas Public Health Associa­ 
tion. 
Miss Hyer made examination*, as­ 
sisted by local phvaieians, of 729 chi - 
dren in a certain North Texas town. 
Among these 729 school children. 1666 
defect* were found—over two defect* 
per child. 
The number with enlarged 
tonsil* were 297, 31 were submerged 
tonsils, 122 that needed eyelids treat­ 
ed, 97 that had adenoid**, 
150 who 
needed glasses badly; 136 with defec­ 
tive hearing, 385 that needed teeth 
treated. 119 who needed gums treated, 
20 who were over IO pounds over- j 
weight, and 299 who were live pounds 
or more underweight. 
“ This survey seems typical of con­ 
ditions throughout the greater part of 
Texas,’’ said Miss Hyer, “ and exami­ 
nations show that over fifty percent of 
the children have defective teeth, and 
more than that percentage have 
bad 
tonsils, while a large number have dt - 
tective hearing or eyesight. 
“ Every community need.* a public 
health nurse, so that these defects 
may be discovered and corrected in 
youth, and so that the children may 
grow up into strong, healthy, happy 
men ami women. 
It is the uuty of 
the people of Texas to piovide ‘health 
insurance’ for the citizens of the fu­ 
tu r e .” 
In three chile? of Texa:- Mis-* 
er 
has recently complete*! school exami­ 
nations and demonstrations, and in 
these three places public health nurse?- 
will be secured immediately.

He was married to 
Princess Maria Augustine of Anhalt 
in 1916.

on the western front and after his re­ 
covery was detached to the general 
staff. 
The report says the Prince shot 
himself in his villa at Potsdam and 
died a few hours later in a hospital.

of no musician of recent years has

Rachmaninoff Is today practi­ 
cally an exile from his homeland. 
The unhappiness and misery, the 
bloodshed and the political, social 
and industrial upheavals th at have 
been Russia’s fate during the past 
few years, have left their perman­ 
ent impression upon him. 
I recently called on Mr. R ach­ 
maninoff at his American home in 
East Ninety-second Street, New 
York City. 
Although he speaks 
English, slowly and distinctly, but 
rather hesitatingly, he uses French 
mostly in conversing. 
His long, 
delicate 
fingers 
graphically ald 
him in emphasizing his statements. 
He is tall and broad-shouldered. 
His rugged face is that of the

He was bora in th* 
genius who accomplishes practical I province of Novgorod, Russia, aad 
things.

musical talent, as h is grandfather 
was a pianist of great capability. 
His cousin, A. I. Silati, is an emin­ 
ent pianist and a once favorite 
pupil of Li**t himself. 
Rachman­ 
inoff was educated at the Petro- 
grad and Moscow conservatories, 
and only the death of Liszt prb 
vented him from being a pupil 
th at most brilliant of pianists. 
1904 and 1905 Rachmaninoff held 
the most important position of 
first conductor of the Moscow Im­ 
perial Grand Opera, and in 1908 
he accepted the vice-presidency of 
Die Imperial Russian Music So­ 
ciety and labored earnestly w 
effectively for the further devel­ 
opment *of music in Russia. 
Among his compositions, which 
have won world-wide recognition, 
are the C Sharp Minor Prelude, 
O Minor Prelude, Melody lo J* 
Minor, and the colorful symphony 
poem, "The Isle of Death.’ 
His 
ndmirable Third Symphony is sub­ 
titled “ The Bells," after EdjW 
Allan Poe's poem. 
His prelude* 
and other short pieces are popular 
with 
every 
pianist, 
while a
